And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and 
with  all  thy  mind,  and  with  all  thy  strength. 

This  is  the  first  commandment.     And  the  second  is  like,  namely  this : 

Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself. 

On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  the  Law  and  the  Prophets.

Who  knoweth  whether  he  will  not  turn  and  repent,  and  leave  a  blessing

Mven  a  meal  offe^'ing  and  a  drink  offering  unto  the  Lord  your  God? 

Blow  the  trumpet  in  Zion, 

Sa7iflify  a  fast,  call  a  solemn  assembly : 

Gather  the  people,  san6tfy  the  congregation,  assemble  the  old  men,  gather 
the  children,  and  those  that  suck  the  breasts  : 
Let  the  b7-idegroom  go  forth  of  his  chatnber,  and  the  bride  out  of  her  closet. 

Let  the  priests,  the  ministers  of  the  Lord,  weep  between  the  porch  and  the 
altar, 
And  let  them  say,  spare  thy  people,  O  Lord, 

And  give  not  thine  heritage  to  reproach,  that  the  nations  should  rule  over 
them :

For  my  days  consume  away  like  smoke, 
And  my  bones  are  burned  as  a  firebrand. 

My  heart  is  smitten  like  grass,  and  withered  ; 
JFor  I  forget  to  eat  my  bread. 

By  reason  of  the  voice  of  my  groaning  my  bones  cleave  to  my  flesh. 

I  am  like  a  pelicaji  of  the  wildei-ness ; 

I  am  become  as  an  owl  of  the  waste  places. 

/  watch,  and  am  become  like  a  sparrow  that  is  alone  up07i  the  house-top. 

Mine  enemies  reproach  me  all  the  day ; 

They  that  .are  mad  against  ?ne  do  curse  by  me. 

For  I  have  eaten  ashes  like  bread, 

And  mingled  my  drink  with  weeping. 

Because  of  thine  indignation  and  thy  wrath : 
For  thou  hast  taken  me  up,  and  cast  me  away. 

My  days  are  like  a  shadow  that  declineth ; 
And  I  a7n  withered  like  grass. 

But  thou,  O  lyord,  shalt  abide  for  ever ; 

And  thy  inejnorial  name  unto  all  generations.

And  enter  not  into  judgment  with  thy  servant ; 
For  171  thy  sight  no  7na7i  livi77g  is  righteo7/s. 
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For  the  enemy  hath  persecuted  my  soul ;  he  hath  smitten  my  life  down 
to  the  ground : 
He  hath  made  me  to  dwell  in  dark  places,  as  those  that  have  been  long  dead 

Therefore  is  my  spirit  overwhelmed  within  me ; 
My  heart  within  nie  is  desolate. 

I  remember  the  days  of  old ;  I  meditate  on  all  thy  doings :

For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like  the  grass, 

And  wither  as  the  rreen  herb. 


Trust  in  the  Lord,  and  do  good  ; 

Dwell  in  the  land,  and  feed  on  his  faithfulness. 
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Delight  thyself  also  in  the  Lord ; 

And  he  shall  give  thee  the  desires  of  thine  heart. 

Commit  thy  way  unto  the  L,ord  ; 

Trust  also  in  him^  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass. 

And  he  shall  make  thy  righteousness  to  go  forth  as  the  light, 
And  thy  judgment  as  the  noonday. 

Rest  in  the  Lord,  and  wait  patiently  for  him :  fret  not  thyself  because  of  him 
who  prospereth  in  his  way, 
Because  of  the  man  who  bringeth  wicked  devices  to  pass. 

Cease  from  anger,  and  escape  wrath  : 

Fret  7iot  thyself,  it  tendeth  only  to  evil-doing. 

For  evil-doers  shall  be  cut  off : 

But  those  that  wait  upon  the  Lo7'd,  they  shall  inherit  the  land. 

For  yet  a  little  while,  and  the  wicked  shall  not  be : 

Yea,  thou  shall  diligejitly  consider  his  place,  and  he  shall  not  be. 

But  the  meek  shall  inherit  the  land  ; 

And  shall  delight  themselves  i?i  the  abundance  of  peace. 

A  man's  goings  are  established  of  the  Lord; 

And  he  delighteth  in  his  way. 

Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  utterly  cast  down : 
For  the  Lord  ipholdeth  him  with  his  hand. 

I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old ; 

Yet  have  I  not  seen  the  yighteous  forsake?!,  nor  his  seed  begging  their  bread. 

All  the  day  long  he  dealeth  graciously,  and  lendeth ; 
And  his  seed  is  blessed. 

Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good ; 
And  dwell  for  evermore. 

For  the  Lord  loveth  judgment,  and  forsaketh  not  his  saints; 

They  are  preserved  for  ever : 

But  the  seed  of  the  wicked  shall  be  cut  off. 

The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land,  and  dwell  therein  for  ever. 

The  mouth  of  the  righteous  talketh  of  wisdom, 
And  his  tongue  speaketh  judgment. 

The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart ; 
None  of  his  steps  shall  slide. 
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The  wicked  watcheth  the  righteous,  and  seeketh  to  slay  him. 

The  Lord  will  not  leave  him  in  his  hand,  nor  condemn  him  when  he  is  judged. 
Wait  for  the  Lord,  and  keep  his  way,  and  he  shall  exalt  thee  to  inherit  the 
land: 

When  the  wicked  are  cut  off,  thou  shalt  see  it. 

I  have  seen  the  wicked  in  great  power. 

And  spreading  himself  like  a  green  tree  zVz  its  native  soil. 

But  one  passed  by,  and,  lo,  he  was  not : 

Yea,  I  sought  him,  but  he  could  not  be  found. 

Mark  the  perfe6t  man,  and  behold  the  upright : 
For  there  is  a  happy  end  to  the  man  of  peace. 

As  for  transgressors,  they  shall  be  destroyed  together : 
The  end  of  the  wicked  shall  be  cut  off. 

But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  is  of  the  lyOrd : 
He  is  their  strong  hold  in  the  time  of  trouble. 

And  the  Lord  helpeth  them,  and  rescueth  them: 

He  rescueth  them  from  the  wicked,  and  saveth  them,  because  they  have  taken  refuge 
in  him.

/  have  cried  day  and  night  before  thee  : 

Let  my  prayer  enter  into  thy  presence ;

And  my  life  draweth  nigh  imto  Sheol. 

I  am  counted  with  them  that  go  down  into  the  pitj 
I  am  as  a  man  that  hath  7io  help  : 

Cast  off  among  the  dead, 

Tike  the  slain  that  lie  in  the  grave, 

Whom  thou  rememberest  no  more ; 

And  they  are  cut  off  from  thy  hand. 

Thou  hast  laid  me  in  the  lowest  pit, 
In  dark  places,  in  the  deeps. 
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Thy  wrath  lieth  hard  upon  me, 

And  thou  hast  affli^ed  me  with  all  thy  waves. 

Thou  hast  put  mine  acquaintance  far  from  m_e ; 
Thou  hast  made  me  an  abomination  ujtto  them : 

I  am  shut  up,  and  I  cannot  come  forth. 

Mine  eye  wasteth  away  by  reason  of  affli^ion : 

I  have  called  daily  upon  thee,  O  Lord, 
/  have  spread  /orth  my  hands  unto  thee. 

Wilt  thou  show  wonders  to  the  dead  ? 

Shall  they  that  are  deceased  arise  and  J>raise  thee  ? 

Shall  thy  loving-kindness  be  declared  in  the  grave  ? 

Or  thy  faitJifuhiess  in  Destruclion  ? 

Shall  thy  wonders  be  known  in  the  dark  ? 

And  thy  righteousness  i7i  the  land  of  forgetfulness  ? 

But  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  have  I  cried. 

And  in  the  morning  shall  my  prayer  come  before  thee. 

Lord,  why  castest  thou  off  my  soul? 
WJiy  hidest  thou  thy  face  f?'om  me  ? 

I  am  afEli6led  and  rea  dy  to  die  from  my  youth  up : 
While  I  suffer  thy  tein^ors  I  am  distraBed. 

Thy  fierce  wrath  is  gone  over  me ; 

Thy  terj'ors  have  cut  me  off. 

They  came  round  about  me  like  water  all  the  day  long  ; 

They  compassed  me  about  together. 

Lover  and  friend  hast  thou  put  far  from  me, 
Afid  mine  acquaintance  into  darkiiess. 

Ps.  4.     Answer  me  when  I  call,  O  God  of  my  righteousness ;  thou  hast  set  me  at 
large  when  I  was  in  distress : 
Have  mercy  upon  me,  and  hear  my  p7'ayer. 

O  ye  sons  of  men,  how  long  shall  my  glory  be  turned  into  dishonor? 
How  long  will  ye  love  vanity,  and  seek  after  falsehood? 

But  know  that  the  Lord  hath  set  apart  him  that  is  godly  for  himself: 
The  Lord  will  hear  when  I  call  unto  him. 

Stand  in  awe,  and  sin  not: 

Commune  with  your  ow?i  heart  upon  your  bed,  and  be  still.  m 
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Offer  the  sacrifices  of  righteousness, 
And  put  yo7cr  trust  in  the  Lord. 

Many  there  be  that  say,  Who  will  show  us  any  good? 
Lord,  lift  tho2i  up  the  light  of  thy  cou?itenance  upon  us. 

Thou  hast  put  gladness  in  my  heart, 

More  than  they  have  when  their  grain,  and  their  new  wine  are  increasea. 

In  peace  will  I  both  lay  me  down  and  sleep : 
For  thou,  Lord,  alone  makest  tne  dwell  in  safety. 
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DextT.  32.     GrvK  ear,  ye  heavens,  and  I  will  speak ; 

And  let  the  earth  hear  the  words  of  my  viouth: 

My  do6trine  shall  drop  as  the  rain, 
My  speech  shall  distil  as  the  dew ; 

As  the  small  rain  upon  the  tender  grass, 

And  as  the  showers  upon  the  herb : 

For  I  will  proclaim  the  name  of  the  Lord : 
Ascribe  ye  greatness  unto  our  God. 

The  Rock,  his  work  is  perfe6t ; 

For  all  his  ways  are  judgment  : 

A  God  of  faithfulness  and  without  iniquity, 
fust  and  right  is  he. 

They  have  dealt  corruptly  with  him,  they  are  not  his  children,  it  is  their 

blemish ; 
They  are  a  perverse  and  crooked  generation. 

Do  ye  thus  requite  the  Lord, 
O  foolish  people  and  tmwise  ? 

Is  not  he  thy  father  that  hath  bought  thee? 
He  hath  made  thee,  and  established  thee. 

Remember  the  days  of  old, 

Consider  the  years  of  many  generations  ; 

Ask  thy  father,  and  he  will  show  thee ; 
Thine  elders,  and  they  will  tell  thee. 
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When  the  Most  High  gave  to  the  nations  their  inheritance, 
When  he  separated  the  children  of  men, 

He  set  the  bounds  of  the  peoples 

According  to  the  number  of  the  children  of  Israel. 
For  the  I^ord's  portion  is  his  people ; 

Jacob  is  the  lot  of  his  inheritance. 
He  found  him  in  a  desert  land, 

And  in  the  waste  howling  wilderness ; 
He  compassed  him  about,  he  cared  for  him, 

He  kept  hi7Ji  as  the  apple  of  hie  eye  : 

As  an  eagle  that  stirreth  up  her  nest, 
That  fluttereth  over  her  youngs 

He  spread  abroad  his  wings,  he  took  them, 
He  bare  thern  on  his  pillions : 

The  lyord  alone  did  lead  him. 

And  there  was  no  strange  god  with  him. 

He  made  him  ride  on  the  high  places  of  the  earth, 

And  he  did  eat  the  increase  of  the  field ; 

And  he  made  him  to  suck  honey  out  of  the  rock, 

And  oil  out  of  the  flinty  rock  ; 

Butter  of  kine,  and  milk  of  sheep. 
With  fat  of  lambs. 

Then  he  forsook  God  which  made  him, 

And  lightly  esteemed  the  Rock  of  his  salvation. 

They  have  moved  me  to  jealousy  with  that  which  is  not  God; 

They  have  provoked  me  to  anger  with  their  vanities : 
And  I  will  move  them  to  jealousy  with  those  which  are  not  a  people; 

/  will  provoke  them  to  anger  with  a  foolish  nation. 
Oh  that  they  were  wise,  that  they  understood  this, 

That  they  would  consider  their  latter  end ! 

How  should  one  chase  a  thousand, 

And  two  put  ten  thousand  to  flight, 

Except  their  Rock  had  sold  them, 

A7zd  the  Lord  had  delivered  them  up  ? 

For  their  rock  is  not  as  our  Rock, 

Even  our  enemies  themselves  being  judges. 
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Ps.  26.     Judge  me.  O  Lord,  for  I  have  walked  in  mine  integrity : 
I  have  trusted  also  in  the  Lord  without  wavering. 

Examine  me,  O  Lord,  and  prove  me  ; 
Try  my  reifis  and  my  heart. 

For  thy  loving-kindness  is  before  mine  eyes ; 
And  I  have  walked  in  thy  truth. 

I  have  not  sat  with  men  of  falsehood ; 

Neither  zvill  I  go  in  with  dissemblers. 

I  hate  the  congregation  of  evil-doers, 
And  will  not  sit  with  the  wicked. 

I  will  wash  mine  hands  in  innocency  ; 

So  will  I  compass  thine  altar,  O  Lord: 

That  I  may  make  the  voice  of  thanksgiving  to  be  heard, 

And  tell  of  all  thy  wondrous  works. 

Lord,  I  love  the  habitation  of  thy  house, 
And  the  place  where  thy  glory  dwelleth. 

Gather  not  m}^  soul  with  sinners. 
Nor  my  life  with  men  of  blood : 

In  whose  hands  is  mischief, 

And  their  i-ight  hand  is  full  of  bribes. 

But  as  for  me,  I  will  walk  in  mine  integrity : 
Redeem  me,  and  be  me7'ciful  unto  me. 

My  foot  standeth  in  an  even  place : 

Ln  the  congregations  will  L  bless  the  Lord. 

Ps.  57.     Be  merciful  unto  me,  O  God,  be  merciful  unto  me ; 

For  my  soul  taketh  refuge  in  thee  : 

Yea,  in  the  shadow  of  thy  wings  will  I  take  refuge, 
Until  these  calamities  be  overpast. 

I  will  cry  unto  God  Most  High  ; 

Unto  God  that  peiformeth  all  things  for  me. 

He  shall  send  from  heaven,  and  save  me,  when  he  that  would  swallow  me  up 
reproacheth ; 
God  shall  send  forth  his  lovingkindness  and  his  truth. 
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My  soul  is  among  lions ; 

/  lie  among  them  that  are  set  oti  fire, 

Bven  the  sons  of  men,  whose  teeth  are  spears  and  arrows, 
Ajid  their  tongue  a  sharp  sword. 

Be  thou  exalted,  O  God,  above  the  heavens ; 
Let  thy  glory  be  above  all  the  earth. 

They  have  prepared  a  net  for  my  steps ; 
My  soul  is  bowed  down  : 

They  have  digged  a  pit  before  me ; 

They  are  fallen  into  the  midst  thereof  themselves. 
My  heart  is  fixed,  O  God,  my  heart  is  fixed : 

/  will  sing,  yea,  I  will  sing  p^^aises. 
Awake  up,  my  glory ;  awake,  psaltery  and  harp  : 

I  myself  will  awake  right  early. 
I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  peoples: 

/  will  sing  praises  tmto  thee  ajjiong  the  nations. 
For  thy  lovingkindness  is  great  unto  the  heavens, 

A7id  thy  truth  unto  the  skies. 
Be  thou  exalted,  O  God,  above  the  heavens ; 

Let  thy  glory  be  above  all  the  earth. 
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Ps.  7.     O  Lord  my  God,  in  thee  do  I  take  refuge  ; 

Save  me  from  all  them  that  pursue  me,  and  deliver  me  : 
Lest  he  tear  my  soul  like  a  lion. 

Rending  it  in  pieces,  while  there  is  7ione  to  deliver. 
O  Lord  my  God,  if  I  have  done  this  ; 

If  there  be  iniquity  in  ??iy  hands ; 
If  I  have  rewarded  evil  unto  him  that  was  at  peace  with  me ; 

(  Yea,  I  have  delivet'ed  hi?n  that  without  cause  was  mine  adversary  .•) 
Let  the  enemy  pursue  my  soul,  and  overtake  it ; 

Yea,  let  him  tread  my  life  down  to  the  earthy  and  lay  my  glory  in  the  dust. 
Arise,  O  Lord,  in  thine  anger,  lift  up  thyself  against  the  rage  of  mine  adver- 
saries: 

And  awake  for  me,   thou  hast  commanded  judgment. 
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And  let  the  congregation  of  the  peoples  compass  thee  about : 
And  over  them  retu?'7i  thou  on  liigJi. 

The  IvOrd  ministereth  judgment  to  the  peoples  : 

Judge  me.  O  Lord^  according  to  my  righteousness,  and  to  mine  integrity  that  is  in  7ne. 

Oh  let  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked  come  to  an  end,  but  establish  thou  the 
righteous : 
J^or  the  righteous  God  trieth  the  Jiearts  and  reins. 

My  shield  is  with  God,  which  saveth  the  upright  in  heart. 

God  is  a  7-ighteous  Judge,  yea,  a  God  that  hath  indignation  every  day. 

If  a  man  turn  not,  he  will  whet  his  sword ; 
He  hath  bent  his  bow,  and  made  it  ready. 

He  hath  also  prepared  for  him  the  instruments  of  death  ; 
He  maketh  his  arrows  fiery  shafts. 

Behold,  he  travaileth  with  iniquity  ; 

Yea,  he  hath  coficeived  mischief,  and  brought  forth  falsehood. 

He  hath  made  a  pit,  and  digged  it, 

Ajid  is  falie?i  into  the  ditch  which  he  made. 

His  mischief  shall  return  upon  his  own  head, 

A7id  his  z<iole7ice  shall  co7ne  dow7i  upo7i  his  ow7i  pate. 

I  will  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  according  to  his  righteousness : 

A/id  will  si7ig  praise  to  the  7iame  of  the  Lord  Most  High. 

Ps.  54.     SA\rE  me,  O  God,  by  thy  name,  and  judge  me  in  thy  might. 
Hear  77iy  p7'ayer,  O  God;  give  ear  to  the  words  of  77iy  77iouth. 

For  strangers  are  risen  up  against  me,  and  violent  men  have  sought  after  my 
soul : 
They  have  7iot  set  God  before  the7n. 

Behold,  God  is  mine  helper : 

The  Lord  is  of  thein  that  uphold  my  soul. 

He  shall  requite  the  evil  unto  mine  enemies : 
Destroy  thou  the77i  zVz  thy  truth. 

With  a  freewill  offering  will  I  sacrifice  unto  thee : 

L  will  give  thanks  unto  thy  7ia77ie,  O  Lord,  for  it  is  good. 

For  he  hath  delivered  me  out  of  all  trouble ; 

And  mine  eye  hath  seen  my  desire  upon  mine  enemies. 
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Ps.  49.     Hkar  this,  all  ye  peoples;  give  ear,  all  ye  inhabitants  of  the  world: 
Both  low  and  high,  rich  and  poor  together. 

My  mouth  shall  speak  wisdom ; 

And  the  meditation  of  my  heart  shall  be  of  understanding. 

I  will  incline  mine  ear  to  a  parable : 

/  will  ope7i  my  dark  saying  upo7i  the  harp. 

Wherefore  should  I  fear  in  the  days  of  evil, 

When  iniquity  at  7ny  heels  compasseth  me  about? 

They  that  trust  in  their  wealth,  and  boast  themselves  in  the  multitude  of  their 
riches ; 
None  of  them  can  by  any  means  redeein  his  bt'other,  nor  give  to  God  a  ransom  for 

him  : 

(For  the  redemption  of  their  life  is  costly,  and  it  faileth  for  ever  :) 
That  he  should  still  live  alway,  that  he  should  not  see  corruption. 

For  he  seeth  that  wise  men  die,  the  fool  and  the  brutish  alike  perish, 
And  leave  their  wealth  to  others. 

Their  inward  thought  is,  that  their  houses  sJiall  continue  for  ever,  and  their 
dwelling  places  to  all  generations  ; 

They  call  tlicir  lands  after  their  oiun  names. 

But  man  being  in  honor  abideth  not : 
He  is  like  the  beasts  that petish. 

This  their  way  is  their  folly  : 

'  d"/  after  thetn  men  approve  their  sayings. 

They  are  appointed  as  a  flock  for  Sheol  ; 

Death  shall  be  their  shepherd  : 

And  the  upright  shall  have  dominion  over  them  in  the  morning  ; 

And  their  beauty  shall  be  for  Sheol  to  cotisume,  that  there  be  no  habitation  for  it. 

But  God  will  redeem  my  soul  from  the  power  of  Sheol: 
Tor  he  shall  receive  me. 

Be  not  thou  afraid  when  one  is  made  rich, 
Wlien  the  glory  of  his  house  is  increased  : 

For  when  he  dieth  he  shall  carry  nothing  away  ; 
"His  glory  shall  not  descend  after  him. 
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Though  while  he  lived  he  blessed  his  soul, 

And  men  praise  thee,  when  thou  doest  well  to  thyself, 

He  shall  go  to  the  generation  of  his  fathers ;  they  shall  never  see  the  light. 

Man  that  is  in  honor,  and  undei'standeth  not,  is  like  the  beasts  that  perish. 

Ps.  82.     God  standeth  in  the  congregation  of  God ; 

He  jtidgeth  among  the  gods. 

How  long  will  ye  judge  unjustly, 

And  respeR  the  persons  of  the  wicked? 

Judge  the  poor  and  fatherless : 

Do  fiistice  to  the  affli^ed  and  destitute. 

Rescue  the  poor  and  needy  : 

Deliver  them  out  of  the  hand  of  the  wicked. 

They  know  not,  neither  do  they  understand  ;  they  walk  to  and  fro  in  darkness : 
All  the  foundatiofis  of  the  earth  are  moved. 

I  said,  Ye  are  gods,  and  all  of  you  sons  of  the  Most  High. 

Nevertheless  ye  shall  die  like  men,  and  fall  like  one  of  the  princes. 

Arise,  O  God,  judge  the  earth : 

For  thou  shall  inherit  all  the  nations. 
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Ps.  94.     O  IvORD,  thou  God  to  whom  vengeance  belongeth. 
Thou  God  to  whom  vengeatice  belongeth,  shine  forth. 

Ivift  up  thyself,  thou  judge  of  the  earth : 

Render  to  the  proud  their  desert. 
Eord,  how  long  shall  the  wicked,  how  long  shall  the  wicked  triumph  ? 

They  prate,  they  speak  arrogantly : 
All  the  workers  of  iniquity  boast  themselves. 

They  break  in  pieces  thy  people,  O  Lord,  and  afflifl  thine  heritage. 
They  slay  the  widow  and  the  stranger,  and  murder  the  fatherless. 

And  they  say.  The  Lord  shall  not^see,  neither  shall  the  God  of  Jacob  consider. 
Consider,  ye  brutish  among  the  people : 

And  ye  fools,  when  will  ye  be  wise  ? 
He  that  planted  the  ear,  shall  he  not  hear? 

LLe  that  formed  the  eye,  shall  he  not  see  ? 
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He  that  chastise th  the  nations,  shall  not  he  corre6t,  even  he  that  teacheth  man 
knowledge  ? 
The  Lord  knoweth  the  thoughts  of  man,  that  they  are  vajiity. 

Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  chastenest,  O  Lord, 
And  teachest  out  of  thy  law ; 

That  thou  mayest  give  him  rest  from  the  days  of  adversity, 
Until  the  pit  be  digged  for  the  wicked. 

For  the  I^ord  will  not  cast  off  his  people, 

Neither  will  he  forsake  his  inhei^itance. 

For  judgment  shall  return  unto  righteousness : 
And  all  the  upright  in  heart  shall  follow  it. 

Who  will  rise  up  for  me  against  the  evil-doers  ? 

Who  will  staitd  up  for  me  against  the  woi'kers  of  iniquity  ? 

Unless  the  I^ord  had  been  my  help, 

My  soul  had  soon  dwelt  in  silence. 

When  I  said,  My  foot  slippeth ;  thy  lovingkindness,  O  Lord,  held  me  up. 
In  the  multitude  of  my  thoughts  within  me  thy  comfo7'ts  delight  my  soul. 

Shall  the  throne  of  wickedness  have  fellowship  with  thee, 

WJiich  frameth  mischief  by  statute  ? 

They  gather  themselves  together  against  the  soul  of  the  righteous, 

And  C07idem7i  the  innocent  blood. 

But  the  Lord  hath  been  my  high  tower ; 

And  7ny  God  the  rock  of  my  refuge. 

And  he  hath  brought  upon  them  their  own  iniquity,  and  shall  cut  them  off  in 

their  own  evil ; 
The  Lord  our  God  shall  cut  them  off. 

Ps.  53.     The;  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart.  There  is  no  God. 

Corrupt  are  they,  and  have  done  abominable  iniquity  ;  there  is  none  that  doethgood. 

God  looked  down  from  heaven  upon  the  children  of  men, 

To  see  if  there  were  ajiy  that  did  understand,  that  did  seek  after  God. 

Every  one  of  them  is  gone  back ;  they  are  together  become  filthy ; 
There  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not  one. 

Have  the  workers  of  iniquity  no  knowledge  ? 

Wlio  eat  up  my  people  as  they  eat  bread,  and  call  not  upon  God. 
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There  were  they  in  great  fear,  where  no  fear  was :  for  God  hath  scattered  the 
bones  of  him  that  encampeth  against  thee ; 
Thou  hast  put  them  to  shame,  because  God  hath  rejected  them. 

Oh  that  the  salvation  of  Israel  were  come  out  of  Zion  ! 

When  God  bringeth  back  the  captivity  of  his  people,  then  shall  Jacob  rejoice,  and 
Israel  shall  be  glad. 
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Ps.  50.     God,  even  God,  the  Lord,  hath  spoken,  and  called  the  earth  from  the  rising  of 
the  sun  unto  the  going  down  thereof. 
Out  of  Zion,  the  perfeBion  of  beauty,  God  hath  shified  forth. 

Our  God  shall  come,  and  shall  not  keep  silence :  a  fire  shall  devour  before  him, 

And  it  shall  be  very  tempestuous  round  about  him. 

He  shall  call  to  the  heavens  above, 

And  to  the  earth,  that  he  may  judge  his  people : 

Gather  my  saints  together  unto  me  ; 

Those  that  have  made  a  covenant  with  me  by  sacrifice. 

And  the  heavens  shall  declare  his  righteousness ; 

For  God  is  judge  himself. 
Hear,  O  my  people,  and  I  will  speak ;  O  Israel,  and  I  will  testify  unto  thee; 

I  am  God,  even  thy  God.

I  have  taught  thee  in  the  way  of  wisdom ; 

,/  have  led  thee  in  paths  of  uprightness.

Receive  my  instru6tion,  and  not  silver; 
And  knowledge  rather  than  choice  gold. 

For  wisdom  is  better  than  rubies  ; 

And  all  the  things  that  may  be  desired  are  not  to  be  compared  umo  her. 
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Counsel  is  mine,  and  sound  knowledge  : 
I  am  zinderstanding ;  I  have  might. 

By  me  kings  reign,  and  princes  decree  justice. 

By  me  princes  7^uie,  and  nobles,  even  all  the  judges  of  the  earth 

I  love  them  that  love  me ; 

And  those  that  seek  me  diligently  shall  find  me. 

Riches  and  honor  are  with  me ; 

Yea,  durable  riches  and  righteousness. 

My  fruit  is  better  than  gold,  yea,  than  fine  gold  ;

But  the  prudent  are  crowned  with  knowledge. 

The  evil  bow  before  the  good  ; 

A /id  the  zvicked  at  the  gates  of  the  righteous. 
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The  poor  is  hated  even  of  his  own  neighbor : 

But  the  rich  hath  many  friends. 

He  that  despiseth  his  neighbor  sinneth : 

But  he  that  hath  pity  oji  the  poor,  happy  is  he. 

Do  they  not  err  that  devise  evil  ? 

But  kindness  a7id  truth  shall  be  to  them  that  devise  s:ood. 

In  all  labor  there  is  profit : 

But  the  talk  of  the  lips  tendeth  only  to  penury. 

The  crown  of  the  wise  is  their  riches : 
But  the  folly  of  fools  is  ojily  folly. 

A  true  witness  delivereth  souls : 

But  he  that  uttereth  lies  causeth  deceit. 

In  the  fear  of  the  Lord  is  strong  confidence : 
And  his  children  shall  have  a  place  of  refuge 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  a  fountain  of  life, 
To  depart  from  the  snares  of  death. 

In  the  multitude  of  people  is  the  king's  glory : 

But  in  the  want  of  people  is  the  destniction  of  the  prince. 

He  that  is  slow  to  anger  is  of  great  understanding : 
But  he  that  is  hasty  of  spirit  exalteth  folly. 

A  sound  heart  is  the  life  of  the  flesh :

And  i?2  the  night  season,  and  am  not  silent. 

But  thou  art  holy,

Our  fathers  trusted  in  thee : 

They  trusted,  and  thou  didst  deliver  them.

PS-  98.     O  SING  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song ;  for  he  hath  done  marvellous  things : 
His  right  hand,  and  his  holy  arm,  hath  wrought  salvation  for  him. 

The  lyord  hath  made  known  his  salvation : 

His  righteousness  hath  he  openly  showed  in  the  sight  of  the  nations. 

He  hath  remembered  his   lovingkindness   and   his  faithfulness   toward  the 
house  of  Israel  : 
All  the  ends  of  the  eai'th  have  seen  the  salvation  of  our  God. 

Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord,  all  the  earth : 
Break  forth  and  sing  for  joy,  yea,  sing  praises. 

Sing  praises  unto  the  Lord  with  the  harp ;  with  the  harp  and  the  voice  of

God  setteth  the  solitary  in  families : 
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He  bringeth  out  the  prisoners  into  prosperity : 

Buf  the  rebellious  dwell  in  a  parched  land. 
O  God,  when  thou  wentest  forth  before  thy  people, 

When  thou  didst  march  through  the  wilderness ; 
The  earth  trembled,  the  heavens  also  dropped  at  the  presence  of  God : 

Even  that  Sinai  trembled  at  the  presence  of  God,  the  God  of  Israel. 
Thou,  O  God,  didst  send  a  plentiful  rain, 

Thou  didst  confirm  thine  inheritance,  when  it  was  weary.

And  her  pinions  with  yellow  gold. 

WJien  the  Almighty  scattereth  kings  thereifi,  it  was  as  when  it  snoweth  in  Zalmon. 

A  mountain  of  God  is  the  mountain  of  Bashan ; 
An  high  inountain  is  the  mountain  of  Bashan. 

Why  look  ye  askance,  yo.  high  mountains,  at  the  mountain  which  God  hath 
desired  for  his  abode  ? 
Yea,  the  lord  will  dwell  in  it  for  ever. 

The  chariots  of  God  are  twenty  thousand,  even  thousands  upon  thousands : 
The  Lord  is  among  them,  as  iii  Sinai,  in  the  sanctuary. 

Thou  hast  ascended  on  high,  thou  hast  led  away  captives ; 

Thou  hast  received  gifts  among  men,  yea,  among  the  rebellious  also,  that  the  Lord

ISA.  53.     Who  hath  believed  our  message?  and  to  whom  hath  the  arm  of  the  I^ord  been 
revealed  ?  • 

For  he  grew  up  before  hwi  as  a  tender  plant,  and  as  a  root  out  of  a  dry  ground; 

He  hath  no  form  or  comelinesss  ; 

And  whcji  we  see  hwi,  there  is  no  beauty  that  we  should  desire  him. 
He  was  despised,  and  reje6ted  of  men ;  a  man  of  sorrows,  and  acqiiainted  with 
grief : 

And  as  one  from  whom  men  hide  their  face  he  was  despised,  and  we  esteemed  him  not. 

Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  carried  our  sorrows  : 
Yet  we  did  esteem  him  stricken,  smitten  of  God,  and  afli^ed. 

But  he  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he  was  bruised  for  our  iniquities  : 

The  chastisement  of  our  peace  was  upon  him  ;  and  with  his  stripes  we  are  healed. 

All  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray  ;  we  have  turned  every  one  to  his  own  way  ; 

And  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us  all. 

He  was  oppressed,  j^et  when  he  was  afflidted  he  opened  not  his  mouth ;  as  a 
lamb  that  is  led  to  the  slaughter,  and  as  a  sheep  that  before  her  shear- 
ers is  dumb  ; 

So  he  opened  not  his  mouth. 

By  oppression  and  judgment  he  was  taken  away;  and  as  for  his  generation, 

who  among  them  considered 
That  he  was  cut  off  out  of  the  land  of  the  living  for  the  transgressio7i  of  my  people 
to  zuJiom  the  stroke  was  due  ? 

And  they  made  his  grave  with  the  wicked,  and  with  a  rich  man  in  his  death ; 

Although  he  had  done  no  violence,  neither  was  any  deceit  in  his  mouth. 

Yet  it  pleased  the  lyord  to  bruise  him  ; 
He  hath  put  him  to  grief : 

When  thou  shalt  make  his  soul  an  offering  for  sin,  he  shall  see  his  seed,  he 
shall  prolong  his  daj-s, 
And  the  pleasure  of  the  Lord  shall  prosper  in  his  hand. 

He  shall  see  of  the  travail  of  his  soul,  and  shall  be  satisfied :  by  the  knowl- 
edge of  himself  shall  m}^  righteous  servant  justify  many : 
And  he  shall  bear  their  iniquities. 

Therefore  will  I  divide  him  a  portion  with  the  great, 
And  he  shall  divide  the  spoil  with  the  strofig;

In  that  day  there  shall  be  a  fountain  opened  to  the  house  of  David 
And  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  for  sin  atid  for  U7ic leanness. 

And  one  shall  say  unto  him,  What  are  these  wounds  between  thine  arms? 
Then  he  shall  answer,    Those  with  which  I  was  wounded  in  the  house  of  my 
friends. 

Awake,  O  sword,  against  my  shepherd, 

And  against  the  iiian  that  is  my  fellow,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts  : 

Smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be  scattered ; 
And  I  will  turn  mine  hand  upoji  the  little  ones.

The  plantijig  of  the  Lord,  that  he  might  be  glorified. 
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And  they  shall  build  the  old  wastes,  they  shall  raise  up  the  former  desolations, 
And  they  shall  repair  the  waste  cities,  the  desolations  of  many  generations. 

And  strangers  shall  stand  and  feed  your  flocks, 

And  aliens  shall  be  your  plowmen  and  your  vinedressers. 

But  ye  shall  be  named  the  priests  of  the  I^ord :

That  bringeth  good  tidings  of  good,  that  publisheth  salvation;  that  saith  unto  Zion, 
Thy  God  reigneth  ! 

The  voice  of  the  watchmen  !  they  lift  up  the  voice,  together  do  they  sing ; 
For  they  shall  see,  eye  to  eye,  when  the  Lord  returneth  to  Zion. 

Break  forth  into  joy,  sing  together,  ye  waste  places  of  Jerusalem : 
For  the  Lord  hath  comforted  his  people,  he  hath  redeemed  Jer'usalem. 

The  lyord  hath  made  bare  his  holy  arm  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  nations ; 
And  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  have  seen  the  salvation  of  our  God. 

Depart  ye,  depart  ye,  go  ye  out  from  thence,  touch  no  unclean  thing ; 

Go  ye  out  of  the  midst  of  her;  be  ye  clean,  ye  that  bear  the  vessels  of  the  Lord. 

For  ye  shall  not  go  out  in  haste,  neither  shall  ye  go  by  flight 

For  the  Lord  will  go  before  you;  and  the  God  of  Lsrael  will  be  your  rearward.

ISA.  55.     Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth, 

Come  ye  to  the  waters,  and  he  that  hath  no  money ; 
Come  ye,  buy,  and  eat ;

Wherefore  do  ye  spend  money  for  that  which  is  not  bread  ? 

And  your  labor  for  that  which  satisfieth  not? 
Hearken  diligently  unto  me,  and  eat  ye  that  which  is  good. 

And  let  your  soul  delight  itself  in  fatness. 

Incline  your  ear,  and  come  unto  me ;  hear,  and  your  soul  shall  live : 

And  J  will  make  an  everlasting  covenant  witli  you,  evefi  the  sure  lovingkindnesses 
of  David. 

Behold,  I  have  given  him  for  a  witness  to  the  peoples 
A  leader  and  commander  to  the  peoples. 
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Behold,  thou  shalt  call  a  nation  that  thou  knowest  not, 
And  a  nation  that  knew  not  thee  shall  run  unto  thee. 


Because  of  the  lyOrd  thy  God,  and  for  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ; 

For  he  hath  gloi-ified  thee. 

Seek  ye  the  lyord  while  he  may  be  found, 

Call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is  near: 

I^et  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his  thoughts : 

And  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  a?td  he  will  have  jnercy  upon  hi??i;  and  to  our 
God,  for  he  will  abundantly  pardon. 

For  my  thoughts  are  not  your  thoughts, 

Neitiier  aj^e  your  ways  my  ways,  saith  the  Lord. 

For  as  the  heavens  are  higher  than  the  earth,  so  are  my  ways  higher  than 
your  ways. 
And  my  thoughts  than  your  thoughts. 

For  as  the  rain  cometh  down  and  the  snow  from  heaven 
And  returneth  not  thitJier,  but  water eth  the  earth, 

And  maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud,  and  giveth  seed  to  the  sower  and  bread  to 
the  eater ; 

So  shall  my  word  be  that  goeth  forth  out  of  my  mouth  : 

It  shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but  it  shall  accomplish  that  which  I  please, 
And  it  shall  prosper  in  the  thing  whereto  L  sent  it. 

For  ye  shall  go  out  with  joy. 

And  be  led  forth  witJi  peace : 

The  mountains  and  the  hills  shall  break  forth  before  you  into  singing, 

And  all  the  trees  of  the  field  shall  clap  their  hands. ' 

Instead  of  the  thorn  shall  come  up  the  fir  tree, 

And  instead  of  tlie  brier  shall  come  ttp  the  myrtle  tree  : 

And  it  shall  be  to  the  lyord  for  a  name, 

For  an  everlasting  sig7i  that  shall  not  be  cut  off. 

ISA.  66.     Ri^joice;  ye  with  Jerusalem,  and  be  glad  for  her,  all  ye  that  love  her: 
Rejoice  with  joy  for  her,  all  ye  that  mourn  over  her : 

That  ye  may  suck  and  be  satisfied  with  the  breasts  of  her  consolations ; 
That  ye  may  milk  out,  a?id  be  delighted  with  the  abundance  of  her  glory. 
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For  thus  saith  the  Lord,  Behold,  I  will  extend  peace  to  her  like  a  river,  and 
the  glory  of  the  nations  like  an  overflowing  stream, 
And  ye  shall  suck  thereof;  ye  shall  be  bo7'ne  upon  the  side,  and  shall  be  dandled 
upon  the  knees. 

As  one  whom  his  mother  comforteth,  so  will  I  comfort  you; 

And  ye  shall  be  comforted  in  Jerusalem. 

And  ye  shall  see  it,  and  your  heart  shall  rejoice, 
And  your  bones  shall  flourish  like  the  tender  grass.

And  my  spij-it  hath  rejoiced  in  God  my  Saviour. 

For  he  hath  looked  upon  the  low  estate  of  his  handmaiden  : 

For  behold,  from  henceforth  all  generations  shall  call  me  blessed. 

For  he  that  is  mighty  hath  done  to  me  great  things ; 
And  holy  is  his  name. 

And  his  mercy  is  unto  generations  and  generations 

On  them  that  fear  him. 

He  hath  shewed  strength  with  his  arm ; 

He  hath  scattered  the  proud  in  the  imagination  of  their  heart. 

He  hath  put  down  princes  from  their  thrones. 
And  hath  exalted  them  of  low  degree. 

The  hungry  he  hath  filled  with  good  things ; 
And  the  rich  he  hath  sent  empty  away. 

He  hath  holpen  Israel  his  servant,  that  he  might  remember  mercy 
{^As  he  spake  unto  our  fathers)  toward  Abraham  and  his  seed  for  ever. 

Blessed  be  the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel ; 

For  he  hath  visited  ajid  wrought  redeinption  for  his  people. 

And  hath  raised  up  a  horn  of  salvation  for  us  in  the  house  of  his  servant 
David 
As  he  spake  by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  prophets  which  have  been  of  old. 

i>Jalvation  from  our  enemies,  and  from  the  hand  of  all  that  hate  us  ; 
To  shew  mercy  towards  our  fathers,  and  to  remember  his  holy  covenant; 
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The  oath  which  he  sware  unto  Abraham  our  father, 

To  grant  unto  us  that  we  being  delivered  out  of  the  hand  of  our  eneftiies 

Should  serve  him  without  fear, 

In  holiness  and  righteousness  before  him  all  our  days. 

Yea  and  thou,  child,  shalt  be  called  the  prophet  of  the  Most  High : 
For  thou  shalt  go  before  the  face  of  the  Lord  to  make  ready  his  ways ; 

To  give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  his  people  in  the  remission  of  their  sins, 
Because  of  the  tender  mei'cy  of  our  God,  whereby  the  day  spring  from  on  high  shall 
visit  uSf 

To  shine  upon  them  that  sit  in  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death ; 
To  guide  our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace. 

Luke  2.     And  she  brought  forth  her  firstborn  son  ;  and  she  wrapped  him  in  swaddling 
clothes,  and  laid  him  in  a  manger, 
Because  there  was  no  room  for  them  in  the  inn. 

And  there  were  shepherds  in  the  sam.e  country  abiding  in  the  field,  and  keep- 
ing watch  by  night  over  their  flock. 
And  an  angel  of  the  Lord  stood  by  them,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  'round 
about  them  :  and  they  were  sore  afraid. 

And  the  angel  said  unto  them.   Be  not  afraid ;  for  behold,  I  bring  you  good 
tidings  of  great  joy  which  shall  be  to  all  the  people  :

SELECTED   PASSAGES. 

And  tlie  Word  became  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us,  and  we  beheld  his  glory, 

Glory  as  of  the  only-begotten  from  the  Father,  fill  of  grace  and  truth. 

For  in  him  dwelleth  all  the  fullness  of  the  Godhead  bodily. 

Faithful  is  the  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesus  came  int6 
the  world  to  save  sinners. 

Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy  laden, 
And  I  will  give  you  rest. 

Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me  ; 

For  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart : 

And  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls. 

For  my  yoke  is  easy,  and  7tiy  burden  is  light. 

For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son, 

That  whosoever  believeth  on  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life. 

For  God  sent  not  the  Son  into  the  world  to  judge  the  world  ; 
♦  But  that  the  tuo?'ld  should  be  saved  through  him. 

For  when  we  were  yet  weak, 

I?i  due  time  Chi'ist  died  for  the  ungodly. 

For  scarcely  for  a  righteous  man  will  one  die  ;  yet  peradventure  for  the  good 
man  some  one  would  even  dare  to  die. 
But  God  commendeth  his  own  love  toward  us,  in  that  while  we  were  yet  sinners, 
Christ  died  for  us. 

For  there  is  one  God,  one  mediator  also  between  God  and  men. 
Himself  man,  Christ  Jesus,  who  gave  himself  a  ransom  for  all. 

Since  then  the  children  are  sharers  in  flesh  and  blood, 
He  also  himself  in  like  tnanner  partook  of  the  same ; 

That  through  death  he  might  bring  to  nought  him  that  had  the  power  of  death, 
that  is,  the  devil ; 
And  might  deliver  all  them  who  through  fear  of  death  were  all  their  lifetime  subject 
to  bondage. 

For  verily  not  to  angels  doth  he  give  help, 
But  he  giveth  help  to  the  seed  of  Abraha7n. 

Wherefore  it  behoved  him  in  all  things  to  be  made  like  unto  his  brethren, 

That  he  might  become  a  merciful  and  faithful  high  priest  in  things  pe7'tai?iing  to  God, 
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To  make  propitiation  for  the  sins  of  the  people. 

For  in  that  he  himself  hath  suffered  being  tempted,  he  is  able  to  succor  them  that  are 
tempted. 

Wherefore  also  God  highlj'  exalted  him, 

And  gave  tmto  him  the  najne  which  is  above  every  name; 

That  in  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow,  of  thijigs  in  heaven  and 
things  on  earth  and  things  under  the  earth, 
And  that  every  tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Chinst  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God 
the  Fatlier. 

I  therefore,  the  prisoner  in  the  I,ord,  beseech  you  to  walk  worthily  of  the 
calling  wherewith  ye  were  called, 
With  all  lowliness  and  meekness, 

"With  long-suffering,  forbearing  one  another  in  love  ; 

Giving  dilige?tce  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace. 

There  is  one  body,  and  one  Spirit, 

Fven  as  also  ye  were  called  in  one  hope  of  your  cctlling; 

One  I^ord,  one  faith,  one  baptism,  one  God  and  Father  of  all,  who  is  over  all,   * 
and  through  all,  and  in  all. 
£ut  unto  each  one  of  us  was  the  grace  given  according  to  the  measure  of  th»  gift  of 
Christ. 

Wherefore  he  saith.  When  he  ascended  on  high,  he  led  captivity  captive, 
And  gave  gifts  unto  men. 

But  ye  are  come  unto  mount  Zion,  and  unto  the  city  of  the  living  God,  the 
heavenly  Jerusalem, 
And  to  innumerable  hosts  of  angels,  to  the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  first- 
born who  are  enrolled  ift  heavefi, 
And  to  God  the  judge  of  all,  and  to  the  spirits  of  just  men  made  perfe6l,  and 
to  Jesus  the  mediator  of  a  new  covenant. 
And  to  the  blood  of  sprinkling  that  speaketh  better  than  that  of  Abel. 

For  our  citizenship  is  in  heaven  ; 

From  whe?ice  also  we  wait  for  a  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  : 
Who  shall  fashion  anew  the  body  of  our  humiliation,  that  it  may  be  conformed 
to  the  body  of  his  glory. 

According  to  i/ie  working  whereby  he  is  able  even  to  subje^  all  things  unto  himself. 

So  then  ye  are  no  more  strangers  and  sojourners. 

But  ye  are  fellow-citizens  with  the  saifits,  a7id  of  the  household  of  God, 
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Being  built  upon  the  foundation  of  the  apostles  and  the  prophets, 
Christ  Jesus  Jmnself  being  the  chief  come}'  stone  ; 

In  whom  each  several  building,  fitly  framed  together,  groweth  into  a  holy 
temple  in  the  L/Ord  ; 

In  whom  ye  also  are  builded  together  for  a  habitation  of  God  iji  the  Spirit. 

Now  unto  the  King  eternal,  immortal,  invisible,  the  only  wise  God,  be  honor 
and  glory  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 
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SKI.ECTKD   PASSAGES. 

The  hour  cometh,  and  now  is,  when  the  true  worshippers  shall  worship  the 
Father  in  spirit  and  truth  : 
For  such  doth  the  Father  seek  to  be  his  wor'shippers. 

God  is  a  Spirit : 

And  they  that  worship  him  must  worship  in  spirit  and  truth. 

No  man  hath  beheld  God  at  any  time : 

If  we  love  one  another,  God  abideth  in  us,  and  his  love  is  perfected  in  us : 

Hereby  know  we  that  we  abide  in  him,  and  he  in  us, 
Because  he  hath  given  us  of  his  Spirit. 

And  he  that  keepeth  his  commandments  abideth  in  him,  and  he  in  him. 

And  hereby  we  know  that  he  abideth  in  us,  by  the  Spirit  which  he  gave  us. 

If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children, 

How  much  more  shall  your  heavenly  Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him  ? 

For  John  indeed  baptized  with  water ; 

But  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many  days  hence. 

They  therefore,  when  they  were  come  together,  asked  him,  saying, 
lord,  dost  thou  at  this  time  restore  the  ki7igdom  to  Israel? 

And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is  not  for  you  to  know  times  or  seasons,  which  the 
Father  hath  set  within  his  own  authority. 
But  ye  shall  receive  power,  when  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you. 

Jesus  answered,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee, 

Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God. 
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That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh ; 

And  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit. 
Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye  must  be  born  anew. 

The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof., 
But  knowest  not  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth  : 

So  is  every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 
But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh,  but  in  the  Spirit,  if  so  be  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
dwelleth  in  jo\x. 

But  if  any  man  hath  not  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  his. 
And  if  Christ  is  in  you,  the  body  is  dead  because  of  sin ; 

Bui  the  Spirit  is  life  because  of  righteousness. 
But  if  the  Spirit  of  him  that  raised  up  Jesus  from  the  dead  dwelleth  in  you, 

He  that  raised  up  Christ  Jesus  from  the  dead  shall  quicken  also  your  mortal  bodies 
through  his  Spirit  that  dwelleth  ifi  you. 
So  then,  brethren,  we  are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh,  to  live  after  the  flesh : 

Tor  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  must  die ; 
But  if  by  the  Spirit  ye  put  to  death  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live. 

For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  these  are  sons  of  God. 
For  ye  received  not  the  spirit  of  bondage  again  unto  fear ; 

But  ye  received  the  spirit  of  adoption,  whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father. 
The  Spiri-t  himself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit, 

That  we  are  children  of  God : 
And  if  children,  then  heirs;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint-heirs  with  Christ; 

If  so  be  that  we  suffer  with  him,  that  we  may  be  also  glorified  with  him. 
It  is  expedient  for  you  that  I  go  away :  for  if  I  go  not  away,  the  Comforter 
will  not  come  unto  you ; 

But  if  I  go,  I  will  send  him  unto  you. 
And  he,  when  he  is  come,  will  convi6t  the  world  in  respe6l  of  sin,  and  of  right- 
eousness, and  of  judgment : 

Of  sin,  because  they  believe  not  on  me; 
Of  righteousness,  because  I  go  to  the  Father,  and  ye  behold  me  no  more ; 

Of  judgment,  because  the  prince  of  this  world  hath  beeii  judged. 
I  have  yet  many  things  to  say  unto  you,  but  ye  cannot  bear  them  now. 

Howbeit  when  he,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is  come,  he  shall  guide  you  into  all  the  truth : 

For  he  shall  not  speak  from  himself;  but  what  things  soever  he  shall  hear,  these 
shall  he  speak : 
And  he  shall  declare  unto  you  the  things  that  are  to  come. 
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He  shall  glorify  me : 

For  he  shall  take  of  mine,  and  shall  declare  it  unto  you. 

All  things  whatsoever  the  Father  hath  are  mine : 

Therefore  said  1.  that  he  taketh  of  mine,  and  shall  declare  it  unto  you. 

If  ye  love  me,  ye  will  keep  my  commandments. 

And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall  give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he  may'' 
be  with  you  for  ever,  even  the  Spirit  of  truth  : 

Whom  the  world  cannot  receive ;  for  it  beholdeth  him  not,  neither  knoweth 
him  :  ye  know  him  ; 
For  he  abideth  ivith  you,  ajid  shall  be  in  you. 

Things  which  eye  saw  not,  and  ear  heard  not,  and  which  entered  not  into  the 
heart  of  man, 
Whatsoever  things  God  prepared  for  them  that  love  him. 

But  unto  us  God  revealed  them  through  the  Spirit : 

For  the  Spirit  searcheth  all  things,  yea,  the  deep  things  of  God. 

Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  a  temple  of  God, 

And  that  the  Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  you  ? 

If  any  man  destroyeth  the  temple  of  God,  him  shall  God  destroy  ; 
For  the  temple  of  God  is  holy,  which  temple  ye  are. 

But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  longsuffering,  kindness,  good- 
ness, faithfulness,  meekness,  temperance : 
Against  such  there  is  no  law. 

And  they  that  are  of  Christ  Jesus  have  crucified  the  flesh  with  the  passions 
and  the  lusts  thereof. 
If  we  live  by  the  Spirit,  by  the  Spirit  let  us  also  walk. 

Likewise  the  Spirit  also  helpeth  our  infirmity,  for  we  know  not  how  to  pray  as 
we  ought : 
But  the  Spirit  himself  maketh  intercession  for  us  with  groanings  which  cannot  be 
uttered. 

And  he  that  searcheth  the  hearts  knoweth  what  is  the  mind  of  the  Spirit  ; 
Because  he  maketh  intercessio7i  for  the  saints  according  to  the  will  of  God. 

The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of  God,  and  the  communion 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you  all. 
Amen. 
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EIGHTY-SECOND  I^ESSON. 

Rev.  4-5.     After  these  things  I  saw,  and  behold,  a  door  opened  in  heaven,  and  the  first 
voice  which  I  heard,  a  voice  as  of  a  trumpet  speaking  with  me,  one 
saying. 
Come  up  hither,  and  I  will  shew  thee  the  things  which  must  come  to  pass  hereafter. 

Straightway  I  was  in  the  Spirit : 

And  behold,  there  was  a  throne  set  in  heaven,  and  one  sitting  upon  the  throfie ; 

And  he  that  sat  was  to  look  upon  like  a  jasper  stone  and  a  sardius : 

And  there  was  a  rainbow  round  about  the  throne,  like  an  emerald  to  look  upon. 

And  round  about  the  throne  were  four  and  twenty  thrones  : 

And  upon  the  thrones  I  saw  four  and  twenty  elders  sitting,  arrayed  in  white 
garme?its ;  and  on  their  heads  crow?is  of  gold. 

And  out  of  the  throne  proceed  lightnings  and  voices  and  thunders. 

And  there  were  seven  lamps  of  fire  burning  before  the  throfie,  which  are  the  seven 
Spirits  of  God; 

And  before  the  throne,  as  it  were  a  glassy  sea  like  unto  crystal ; 

And  in  the  midst  of  the  throne,  and  round  about  the  throfie,  four  living  creatures 
full  of  eyes  before  and  behind. 

And  they  have  no  rest  day  and  night,  saying. 

Holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord  God,  the  Almighty,  which  was  and  which  is  ana 
which  is  to  come. 
And  when  the  living  creatures  shall  give  glory  and  honor  and  thanks  to  him 
that  sitteth  on  the  throne, 
To  him  that  liveth  for  ever  and  ever, 

The  four  and  twenty  elders  shall  fall  down  before  him  that  sitteth  on  the 
throne. 
And  shall  worship  him  that  liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  and  shall  cast  their  crowns 
before  the  throne,  saying, 
Worthy  art  thou,  our  IvOrd  and  God,  to  receive  the  glory  and  the  honor  and 
the  power : 
For  thou  didst  create  all  things,  and  because  of  thy  will  they  were,  and  were 
created. 
And  I  saw  in  the  midst  of  the  throne  and  of  the  four  living  creatures,  and  in 
the  midst  of  the  elders,  a  lyamb  standing,  as  though  it  had  been  slain, 
Having  seven  horns,  and  seven  eyes,  which  are  the  seven  Spirits  of  God,  sent  forth 
into  all  the  earth. 
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And  he  came,  and  he  taketh  the  book  out  of  the  right  hand  of  him  that  sat 
on  the  throne.  And  when  he  had  taken  the  book,  the  four  living 
creatures  and  the  four  and  twenty  elders  fell  down  before  the  Lamb, 

Having  each  one  a  hai^p,  and  golden  bowls  full  of  incense,  which  are  the  prayers 
of  the  saints. 

And  they  sing  a  new  song,  saying,  Worthy  art  thou  to  take  the  book,  and 
to  open  the  seals  thereof: 
For  thou  wast  slain,  and  didst  purchase  unto  God  with  thy  blood  men  of  eveiy 
tribe,  and  tongue,  and  people,  and  nation, 

And  madest  them  to  be  unto  our  God  a  kingdom  and  priests  ; 

And  they  reign  tcpon  the  earth. 

And  I  saw,  and  I  heard  a  voice  of  many  angels  round  about  the  throne  and 
the  living  creatures  and  the  elders  ; 
And  the  number  of  them  was  ten  thousand  tijnes  ten  thousand,  and  thousands  of 
thousands  ; 

Saying  with  a  great  voice,  Worthy  is  the  Lamb  that  hath  been  slain 

To  receive  the  power,  and  riches,  and  wisdom,  and  might,  and  honor,  and  glory, 
and  blessing. 

And  every  created  thing  which  is  in  the  heaven,  and  on  the  earth,  and  under 
the  earth,  and  on  the  sea,  and  all  things  that  are  in  them,  heard  I 
saying, 
Unto  him  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb,  be  the  blessiiig  and  the 
honor .^  and  the  glory,  a7id  the  dominion,  for  ever  and  ever. 

And  the  four  living  creatures  said.  Amen. 
And  the  elders  fell  down  and  worshipped. 


EIGHTY-THIRD  LESSON. 

Re;v.  14.     And  I  saw,  and  behold,  the  Lamb  standing  on  the  mount  Zion, 

And  with  him  a  hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousand,  having  his  name,  and  the 
name  of  his  Father,  written  on  their  foreheads. 

And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven,  as  the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as  the 
voice  of  a  great  thunder : 
And  the  voice  which  I  heard  was  as  the  voice  of  harpers  harping  with   their 
harps : 
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And  they  sing  as  it  were  a  new  song  before  the  throne,  and  before  the  four 
living  creatures  and  the  elders : 
And  no  man  could  learn  the  song  save  the  hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousand, 
even  they  that  had  been  purchased  out  of  ^ the  earth. 

They  are  they  which  follow  the  Ivamb  whithersoever  he  goeth. 

These  were  purchased  froni  among  men,  to  be  the  firstfruits  iirdo  God  and  unto 
the  Lamb. 
.   And  in  their  mouth  was  found  no  lie : 
They  are  without  blemish. 
And  I  saw  another  angel  flying  in  mid  heaven,  having  et-ernal  good  tidings 
to  proclaim  unto  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth, 
And  unto  every  station  and  tribe  and  tongue  and  people ; 

And  he  saith  with  a  great  voice,  Fear  God,  and  give  him  glory ;  for  the  hour 
of  h'is  judgment  is  come  : 

And  worship  him  that  made  the  heaven  aitd  the  eai'th  and  the  sea  and  foimtains  of 
waters. 
And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying.  Write,  Blessed  are  the  dead  which 
died  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth : 
Yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors ;  for  their  works  follow 
with  them. 

After  these  things  I  heard  as  it  were  a  great  voice  of  a  great  multitude  in 
heaven,  saying,  Hallelujah; 
Salvation,  and  glory,  and  power,  belo7ig  to  ou,r  God:  for  true  and  righteous  are  his 
judgments  ; 

For  he  hath  judged  the  great  harlot,  which  did  corrupt  the  earth  with  her 
fornication, 
And  he  hath  avenged  the  blood  of  his  servants  at  her  hand. 

R£;v.  19.     And  a  second  time  they  say,  Hallelujah. 

And  her  smoke  goeth  up  for  ever  and  ever.  \ 

And  the  four  and  twenty  elders  and  the -four  living  creatures  fell  down    \ 

And  worshipped  God  that  sitteth  on  the  thi^one,  saying,  Amen;  Hallelujah. 

And  a  voice  came  forth  from  the  throne,  saying.  Give  praise  to  our  God, 
All  ye  his  sej-vants,  ye  that  fear  him,  the  small  and  the  great. 

And  I  heard  as  it  were  the  voice  of  a  great  multitude,  and  as  the  voice  of  many 
waters,  and  as  the  voice  of  mighty  thunders,  saying.  Hallelujah : 
For  the  Lord  our  God,  the  Almighty,  reigneth. 
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Let  US  rejoice  and  be  exceeding  glad,  and  let  us  give  the  glory  unto  him : 
For  the  marriage  of  the  Lamb  is  come,  and  his  wife  hath  made  herself  ready. 

And  it  was  given  untQ  her  that  she  should  array  herself  in  fine  linen,  bright 
a7id  pure : 
For  the  fine  linen  is  the  righteous  a&s  of  the  saints. 

And  he  saith  unto  me,  Write, 

Blessed  are  they  which  are  bidden  to  the  marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb. 

And  I  saw  an   angel  coming  down  out  of  heaven,  having  the  key  of  the 
'  abyss  and  a  great  chain  in  his  hand. 
And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  the  old  serpent,  which  is  the  Devil  and  Satan,  and 
bound  him  for  a  thousand  years,  and  cast  him  into  the  abyss,  and  shut  it,  and 
sealed  it  over  him, 

That  he  should  deceive  the  nations  no  more,  until  the  thousand  ^ears  should 
be  finished : 
After  this  he  must  be  loosed  for  a  little  time. 

And  I  saw  thrones,  and  they  sat  upon  them,  and  judgment  was  given  unto 
them : 
And  L  saw  the  souls  of  them  that  had  been  beheaded  for  the  testimoiiy  of  Jesus,  and 
for  the  word  of  God, 

And  such  as  worshipped  not  the  beast,  neither  his  image,  and  received  not  the 
mark  upon  their  forehead  and  upon  their  hand ;  and  they  lived  and 
reigned  with  Christ  a  thousand  years. 
This  is  the  first  resurredion. 

Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in  the  first  resurreftion :  over  these  the 
second  death  hath  no  power ; 
But  they  shall  be  priests  of  God  and  of  Christ,  and  shall  reign  with  him  a  thou- 
sand years. 
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EIGHTY-FOURTH  I^ESSON. 

Rev.  21.     And  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth : 

J^or  the  first  heaven  and  the  first  earth  are  passed  away ;  and  the  sea  v 
more. 

And  I  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jerusalem,  coming  down  out  of  heaven 
God, 

Made  ready  as  a  bride  ado7'ned  for  her  husband. 

And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  the  throne  saying,  Behold,  the  taberna 

God  is  with  men,  and  he  shall  dwell  with  them, 
And  they  shall  be  his  peoples,  and  God  himself  shall  be  with  thetfi,  and  be  thti, 
God: 

And  he  shall  wipe  away  every  tear  from  their  eyes ; 

And  death  shall  be  no  more ;  neither  shall  there  be  mour?iing,  nor  crying,  nor  pain  ^ 
any  more  :  the  first  things  are  passed  away. 

And  he  carried  me  away  in  the  Spirit  to  a  mountain  great  and  high. 

And  shewed  me  the  holy  city  Jerusalem,  coming  down  out  of  heaven  from  God, 
having  the  glory  of  God: 

Her  light  was  like  unto  a  stone  most  precious,  as  it  were  a  jasper  stone, 
clear  as  crystal : 
Having  a  wall  great  and  high; 

Having  twelve  gates,  and  at  the  gates  twelve  angels ; 

Aiid  .names  written  thereon,   which  are  the  names  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  the 
childi'en  of  Israel. 

And  the  twelve  gates  were  twelve  pearls ;  each  one  of  the  several  gates  was 
of  one  pearl : 
And  the  street  of  the  city  was  pure  gold,  as  it  were  transparent  glass. 

And  I  saw  no  temple  therein  : 

For  the  Lord  God  the  Almighty,  and  the  Lamb,  are  the  temple  thereof. 

And  the  city  hath  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the  moOn,  to  shine  upon  it : 
For  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and  the  lamp  thereof  is  the  Lamb. 

And  the  nations  shall  walk  amidst  the  light  thereof: 
And  the  kings  of  the  ea?-th  do  bring  their  glory  into  it. 

And  the  gates  thereof  shall  in  no  wise  be  shut  by  day  (for  there  shall  be  no 
night  there) : 
And  they  shall  b-^ifzg  the  glory  and  the  honor  of  the  nations  into  it: 
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And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  any  thing  unclean,  or  he  that  maketh 
an  abomination  and  a  lie : 
But  only  they  which  are  written  in  the  Lamf  s  book  of  life. 

f.  22.     And  he  shewed  me  a  river  of  water  of  life,  bright  as  crystal, 

Proceeding  out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lanib^  in  the  midst  of  the  street 
thereof. 

And  on  this  side  of  the  river  and  on  that  was  the  tree  of  life,  bearing  twelve 

manner  of  fruits,  yielding  its  fruit  every  month : 
And  the  leaves  of  the  tree  were  for  the  healing  of  the  nations. 

And  there  shall  be  no  curse  any  more : 

And  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb  shall  be  therein  : 

And  his  servants  shall  do  him  service  ; 

And  they  shall  see  his  face;  ana  his  name  shall  be  on  their  foreheads. 

And  there  shall  be  night  no  more ;  and  they  need  no  light  of  lamp,  neither  of 
the  sun ; 
For  the  Lord  God giveth  them  light:  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

Blessed  are  they  that  wash  their  robes,  that  they  may  have  the  right  to  comeio 
the  tree  of  life, 
And  may  enter  in  by  the  gates  into  the  city. 

I  Jesus  have  sent  mine  angel  to  testify  unto  you  these  things  for  the  churches. 

L  am  the  root  and  the  offspring  of  David ^  the  bright,  the  morning  star. 

And  the  Spirit  and  the  bride  say.  Come. 
And  he  that  heareth^  let  him  say.  Come. 

And  he  that  is  athirst,  let  him  come : 

He  that  will,  let  him  take  the  water  of  life  freely. 

He  which  testifieth  these  things  saith.  Yea :  I  come  quickly. 

Amen :  come.  Lord  Jesus. 
The  grace  of  the  I^ord  Jesus  be  with  the  saints. 

Amen. 
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
